quarter dozen extra clerks into permanent 
ones. He should have been honest in pre 
senting the huge surplus which be enpposes 
he is presenting. If he would turn tothe 
Journals of 1459 he would fiad a memoran- 
dum addressed by the Assembly to the 
| Dominion Government, smong other 
| reasons why @ responsible executive should 
be constituted, the following;—“T hat there 
lisnopermanent responsible budy whose 
| business i# to prepare Jegislation for the 
lconsideration uf the Assembly, and in 
consequence its legislative functions 
cannot be satisfactorily perfurmed.” 


| Now through the influence of the old 
Advisury the former system was abolished 
acd that for which the House asked had 
lbeen granted, and having # reeponsible 
| body, we expected to find legislation pre 
|pared. But what was the result. An 
| Ordinance of one clanse borrowed from 
| another statute book and setting forth that 
‘the Lieutenant Governor might authorize 
‘the planting of a few trees; another short 
‘amending Ordinance and » fiancial etave 
iment which the leader bimsele refused to 
recognize. In view of all these cicum- 
stances he (Mr. Betts) felt justified to move, 
| secouded by Mr. Mowat, that all the words 
i after “that” be struck out and the follow- 
ing inserted:—“*The conduct of the 
Executive Committee toward the district
